Southern California is an area 75 miles wide and 150 miles 
long, and one-fourth of its width is mountains. In this strip of 
150 by 75 miles is a climate more perfect than any other in 
the-world now within reach of man. Globe-trotters say this 
climate is better than the Riviera. Persons of moderate means, 
and persons of wealth from all over the United States are. as 
sure to come to this Southern California as the sparks are to 
fly upward, The United States is growing to be a country of 
moderately wealthy people.

FUTILE UNION NION STRIKE. 


Thirty-five Leave 
Laundry Only to See Their — 
Quickly Filled. 


There was a futile strike at the Cen- 
tral Laundry yesterday, for it will only 
be known today by its failure. 

This Mundry begins this morning 48 
an open shop, though heretofore it has 
always been under the domination of 
the union. The reason is simple. It is 
a stock concern that has just experi- 
enced a chd@nge of management, K. I. 
Mohier having been placed in charge. 
He was asked, without notice or time, 
to consider the subject, to sign an iron- 
clad agreement, and he simply refused 
to do it, and as a consequence of the 
difference he let out the head dis- 
tributor. This was thought sufficient 
reason for thirty-five other union em- 
ployés to walk out, about the same 
number remaining who were not con- 
nected with the union. Before the day 
closed, Mr. Mohler said last night, he 
had received 150 applications for em- 
ployment, and has engaged a full force 
to take the place of the strikers this 
morning. Little matter how many fall 
to go to work who have promised to 
do so, there are still five times as many 
more waiting for the chance. 

Mr. Mohler said that the laundry has 
always paid the best wages. and fifty- 
four hours are counted a week's work, 
with full pay for overtime. The laun- 
dry will hereafter be run on the “open 
shop” plan, in order to avoid future 
troubles like that of yesterday. He will 
not discriminate against union en» 
ployés, but they must go there and 
work side by side with those who are 
independent.

Having broken faith with the city, and 
at the same time encouraged and as- 
sisted in violations of the law, they 
have no just ground for complaint 
when the city revokes their licenses. 

It is only by public sufferance that 
these drinking houses are permitted 
to do business. Certain necessary 
rules are prescribed for their conduct. 
They must obey these rules if they 
are to continue in business. Failing 
to obey them, they need expect no 
quarter. Even if some complaisant 
Councilman or member of the Police 
Board should be willing to deal leni- 
ently with them, and to permit them 
to continue in violation of the law, 
public opinion would not tolerate such 
moral obliquity, but would compel the 
closing of these resorts. 

It is perfectly feasible to conduct 
restaurants where liquors are sold with 
meals in an orderly and decent man- 
ner. Vice and immorality are not 
necessarily accompaniments of such 
places. Very many respectable and 
moral people prefer to drink wines or 
other alcoholic beverages with their 
meals. They have an unassailable 
right to do so, provided they do not 
interfere with the rights and prefer- 
ences of other people. The moral 
right to consume these beverages im- 
plies also the moral right to sell them, 
under reasonable and proper restric- 
tions. But the restaurateur has no 
moral right, nor can he acquire a 
moral right to keep a disorderly house, 
such as were the places which have 
just had their licenses revoked. If the 
holders of licenses were content to 
abide faithfully by the terms of their 
licenses they would be in no danger 
of having them revoked. It is only 
when they break faith with the city 
government and with the public that 
they are in danger. 

There is no valid reason for leniency 
toward those who violate the terms of 
their licenses. For obvious reasons it 
is both desirable and necessary that 
they shall be held to the letter and 
spirit of the law. They should be and 
they must be made to toe the mark. 
To temporize with them would be a 
public wrong. When a license is is- 
sued, it should be with the distinct un- 
derstanding that it will be revoked at 
once if its terms be violated. No res- 
taurateur nor any saloon-keeper should 
be permitted to have a “pull,” but all 
should be treated alike, and all with 
fairness, but firmness. 


Without much question there are 


other evil resorts In the city that are 
little leas culpable than those which 
have just had their licenses revoked 
for good cause. These places, if they 
exist, should be hunted down and 
prosecuted. “Let no guilty man es- 
cape,” should be the motto, and it 
should be rigidly adhered to. 


ORK FOR THE CHURCHES.

HE SMOOT CASE. 4 
In the United States Senate Mon- 


nia, George C. Perkins, presented a 
petition from the women of Califor- 
nia protesting against the right of 
Reed Smoot of Utah to a seat in the 
Senate. The California Senator in pre- 
senting this petition, requested the 
privilege of defining his position. 
“The few remarks” were exceedingly 
Perkinsesque. They were like an edi- 
torial written by a distinguished pub- 
lisher of a San Francisco paper in 
times past. This able editor is re- 
ported to have called in his entire edi- 
torial staff and read them an article 
in manuscript from his own pen, treat- 
ing upon an important question on 
which the San Francisco people were 
very much aroused, and in which they 
were all interested in a very intimate 
manner. When he had finished, he called 
thefr attention to the fact that no 
matter which side came into the edi- 
torial rooms to complain or protest, 
he could show them from his editortal 
that his paper was really on that side. 
The California Senator gets on the 
fence and makes a complete straddle 
of the whole question, so far as mere 
words go. At the same time there is 
no mistaking the spirit of Senator 
Perkins’s remarks. They are distinct- 
ly a plea for the Mormon Senator, and 
appeal to the Senate that Smoot be 
allowed to retain his place. “The few 
remarks” are made up mostly of flum- 
mery about the Constitution of the 
United States and our “noble system 
of government,” religious liberty and 
a number of other expressions alto- 
gether extraneous to this question of 
allowing this polygamous apostle of 
Mormonism to sit in the United States 
Senate. Listen to this: “We should 
not regard a Huxley disqualified for a 
seat in the United States Senate be- 
cause of his attitude toward questions 
of religion. However much we might 
regret that attitude, we should still 
acknowledge his great qualities of 
mind and heart, and willingly accord 
to him that profound respect which 
devotion to truth exacts.” What a 
shallow subterfuge! What pitiable ut- 
terances to come from a United States 
Senator! „At what point is the case of 
Huxley parallel to that of Smoot? 
What “great qualities of mind and 
heart” and “what devotion to truth” 
has Reed Smoot ever manifested? 

What is the real question as to the 
seating of Reed Smoot in the United 
States Senate? It is simply this: Is he 
a loyal, law abiding citigen of the 
United States? We might as well dis- 
miss at once all question of any “great 
qualities of mind and heart” in the 
case of the Utah politician or any 
“devotion to truth” on his part. He 
is a very commonplace man, with no 
particular qualities of either head or 
heart, and no particular devotion to 
anything excepting an ability to make 
money and a devotion to that purpose. 
Of course, this limited ability does not 
disqualify him from a seat in the 
United States Senate. If it did there 
would be a good many vacant seats in 
that body, once august because of the 
character and abilities of the men who 
filled its halls. Is Smoot at heart dis- 
loyal to the United States government? 
Is he in letter and in spirit obeying 
the laws of the land? If the presump- 
tion is clear and moderately great that 
an earnest, devoted Mormon can be at 
heart loyal to this government, and 
specifically if it is presumable that 
Smoot is at heart loyal to this govern- 
ment, and furthermore, if it is fairly 
presumable that he is obeying abso- 
lutely the requirements of the Ed- 
munds law, then it is presumable that 
he is not an unfit person to sit in the 
United States Senate. It seems to a 
great many intelligent and earnest 
Americans at this moment that Reed 
Smoot comes up to none of these re- 
quirements. From all that can be 
learned from the inside workings of 
Mormonism, the whole institution, roof 
and branch, body, bones and boots, is 
absolutely disloyal to the government 
of the United States, It seems to be 
a very fair inference from what has 
transpired from the inside counsels of 
Mormonism, that Reed Smoot has taken 
an oath directly against the government 
of the United States. It is also fairly 
presumable, that if not in act and fact

convictions.” There are a multitude 
of cults in the world today all claim- 
ing to be religious, and all claiming 
tolerance under the Constitution of the 
United States, which are not religious 
at all, and which call for no tolerance 
from loyal, law-abiding American citi- 
zens.

There is more politics in this 
Smoot case than there is regard for 
religious scruples or devotion to 
American principles. No broad, states- 
maniike view can be expected from 
men like Senator Perkins. While he 
prates hypocritically about “religious 
tolerance,” no heartfelt respect for the 
highest type of Christian morality can 
be expected from him. 


. MURDEROUS ORGANIZATION, 

At last the coils of the law are 
about to close upon the cowardly 
assassins of ex-Gov. Steunenberg of 
Idaho, and about a number of their co- 
conspirators and fellow-murderers. A 
public belief, amounting almost to con- 
viction, has long been entertained that 
officers of the Western Federation of, 
Miners were responsible for most or 
all of the atrocious murders committed 
during the labor troubles in the 
Cripple Creek and Telluride districts in 
Colorado, the earlier murders in the 
Idaho, and 
later in the Steunenberg assassination. 
This belief has been strengthened into 
a virtual certainty by evidence which 
has recently been secured, and which 
has resulted in landing Moyer, Hay- 
wood and Pettibone in the Idaho peni- 
tentiary for safe keeping, pending 
their trial. Others of the murderous 
gang will soon be arrested, and the 
prospects are that (unless there is 
some miscarriage of justice) the three 
men above named, and several of their 
associates in murder, will pay the fit- 
ting penalty for their crimes. 

Charles E. Moyer is president of the 
Western Federation of Miners, William 
D. Haywood is secretary, and G. A. 
Pettibone was formerly a member of 
the executive board of the federation. 
The specific charge against them is 
complicity in the murder of ex-Gov. 
Steunenberg, at Caldwell, Idaho, on 
December 30, 1905. The chain of tes- 
timony is regarded as complete. 
Detective James McParland is quoted 
as declaring, positively, that there is 
no possible loophole of escape, and 
that “it will cost Moyer, Haywood and 
Pettibone, and as many more, their 
lives.” 

The Western Federation of Miners 
has been known for years as a band of 
dangerous conspirators. The evidence 
which has been unearthed by Detective 
McParland justifies the heroic meas- 
ures taken by the Idaho and Colorado 
authorities to drive this gang of crim- 
inals from the districts where their 
many crimes were committed.

Colonies to be Established in 
Mesquite Valley. 


Artesian Water Expected to 
Make Wilderness Bloom.

Mormons Looking Over the 
Northern End of Valley. 


A movement for colonizing the Mes- 
quite Valley in San Bernardino county 
along the Nevada border running 
northwest from Sandy has been started 
and some sixty families from the East- 
ern States have arrived and are going 
into that region to settle. The new- 
comers are practical farmers and wil!

believed, there is a good supply to be 
found, if sufficient depth is reached. If 
an artesian supply is not to be had.

At present the Mesquite Valle 
just what its name implies to the * 
of the average westerner,’a barren 
Stretch of sand between two ranges of 
mountains growing chiefly mesquite 
brush. It is mostly shut in on three 
sides, but opening at the north end. It 
lies chiefly in California, but a part is 
in Nevada. The north end is known as 
the Pahrump Valley and is cultivated 
in parts, as at Manse and Pahrump 
ranches, where there are fine flowing 
springs and water in superabundance 
for all purposes. The presence of these 
Springs at Manse and Pahrump 
strengthens the belief that there is a 
great body of artesian water under the 
desert sands throughout the entire 
length of the valley. 

A number of the new settlers visited 
this city last week. This will be the 
nearest center of trade for them and 
most of their business will come here. 
They are taking in supplies for many 
months ahead and wil! drill at once for 


im the northern end of the valley a 
number of leaders of the Mormon 
church have been paying visits to the 
vicinity of Pahrump and Manse witha 
view, it is believed, to establishing col- 
onies of their followers, who are a- 
ready numerous in the eastern part of 
Lincoln county, especially in the colo- 
nies along the Virgin River and at 
Pioche. A few of them have pene- 
trated into the mining camps along 
the border. 

The mining boom is paying a rich 
harvest for the fortunate ranchers at 
Pahrump and Manse. At both of these 
the demand for hay. grain and vegeta- 
dies of every description is far in ex- 
cess of the supply, and though more 
ground is being planted, there no 
let-up in the market. The Pahrump 
ranch is owned by a company of 
Pittsburgh capitalists known as the 
Calivada Colonization Company, now 
in the hands of C. C. Hayes as re- 
ceiver, but with the present prosperity 
it may get on its feet again. Years ago 
when the Union Pacific was expected 
to build through this country, a move- 
ment for colonization. was started and 
this company was formed and took 
hold of the ranch. The railroad, how- 
ever, did not build and tir venture 
consequently proved a failure.
